Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121:

Claims 1-3,13-15,18, are drawn to communication between impaired users 


including an interpreter, classified in class 340, subclass 825. 19. 
IL Claims 4-12,16,17, drawn to distribution of services, classified in class 370, 
subclass 464. 

2. Inventions I and II are directed to related types of networked communication systems. 
The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as 
claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, Invention I relates to a 
network wherein a first user and second user, attempting to communicate with one another, 
require interpretation services require interpretation services. The mode of Invention I is to 
provide interpretation services between two users, especially when one of the users is impaired 
(e.g., when one user is disabled and is attempting to communicate their condition). Invention II 
relates to a communication services network wherein a set of services are provided to a user, and 
based upon the user's request, makmg available to the user a service provider that can fulfill the 
user's request. The mode of Invention II is to provide a user with a varying array of services, 
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some of which the user can be charged for, and based upon the user's request of certain services, 
providing the user access to the desired communication services. Or, in other words, the mode 
of Invention I pertains to assisting communication between an impaired user and a second user 
via an interpreter, and the mode of Invention II pertains to providing communication services to 
a user. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper,
